Not So Bad As it Seems.

Becayse of the fact that the
City Council of St. Johns ex-
pended virtually all the funds
available there before the town
became a part of Portland, the
City Council of Portland yester-
day cut short a plan to expend

30 in making surveys for the
fixing of grades and the estab-
lishment of street lines and oth.
er property lines. The money
was to have been expended with- |
in the next two or three months,
men having already been put in
the field.

Out of all the
money St Johna took in from
taxes and other sources up to
July 1, only 320215 was left
when the Council finished its
work the day before the merger
took place,

Commissioner Bigelow, who

About 156 are-light petitions
were granted. An effort will be
made by Commissioner Daly to
keep the Portland Railway, Light
& Power Company from putting
these in, inasmuch as the funds
turned over to Portland by St,
Johns after the merger are inad-
equate for keeping tﬁem burning
the rest of the year.—Oregonian.
